A NEW EDUCATIONAL SCHEME. 

The House Committee on Education and 
Labor bas elaborated a gigantic conception. 
The recent publication of the statistics of il- 
literacy has impressed the committee with 
the conviction that the several States were 
neglecting the interests of education and 
that it was the duty of the committee to rem- 
edy this neglect and incidentally to dispose 
of a part of the surplus revenue. The com- 
mittee has accordingly agreed to report a bill 
to appropriate $10,000,000 annuaily for five 
years, the money to be divided among the 
States in proportion to their illiteracy and to 
be used for educational purposes. 

This is a startling proposition to contem- 
plate, especially when one tries to realize the 
practical application of it. The illiterate 
States are those which have a negro popula- 
tion, and it is hard to believe that one part 
of the country will tax. itself for the exclu- 
sive benefit of another part. Even if it snould 
consent, it is not easy to understand how 


Congress can secure the expenditure of the 


money for the purpose desired. The only 
reason why the old slave States do not edu- 
cate the negroes is because they cannot afford 
to tax themselves more heavily than they do 
now, and if a Government appropriation 
eame to their relief, they might indeed use it 
for educational purposes, but they might at 
the same time remit the taxes which are 
levied at present for that purpose and leave 
the educational question where it is now. 

It is perhaps as well not to attempt any 
fantastic experiments in legislation, and not 
Government to assume any 
new functions. This is a good time for 
schemes for getting rid of our surplus, but 
the best plan is to reduce taxation so that we 
will not have any surplus, and to let the 
States take care of themselves

OUR MAIL POUCH. 
MONITOR “AND MERRIMAC. 


Was the Rebel Ram Destroyed by the Little 
Union Cheese-Box ? 
sT. Louis, December 12. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Gen. Cook, of Georgia, Mr. Cabell, of Virginia, 
and Mr. Cole, of St. Louis, are allin error in re- 
lating the account of the battie between the Mer- 
rimac and Monitor. Il was an eye witness to the 
burning of the Merrimac in the Norfolk Navy 
Yark. I witnesecd the transformation of the ves- 
sel into the Rebel ram Virginia, seeing its 
progress every day. I witnessea the battles of 
the 8th and 9th of March, 1862, and saw the ram 
after she returned from the action, movedin the 
stream in front of Navy Yard Dock. I witnessed 
the attack on the Cumberland and sawthe fight 
with the Minnesota, and relate asafact beyond 
dispute that the ram Virginia was not injured 
in the battle with the Monitor, nor the engage- 


ment with the Cumberland, and thecrew of the 
Monitor had no more todo with the destruction 
of the Vyginia than a crew on a Mississippi 
tiver steamboat. for the ram was usedfor har- 
bor defense for more thantwo months after her 
engagement with the Monitor, moved near the 


| mouth of James River, giving a clear channel aud 


passage for Rebel steamers piylng between Nor- 
tolk and Richmond. 

The facts are as follows: The ram was not com- 
plete in all her fittings and arinor when she went 
The port covers had never been put on, and 
the prow, Which was of steel (being forced at 
Richmond),.had not been put on, but a temporary 
cast-iron one had been substituted tor the ocea- 
sion, andin this incomplete condition Com. Bu- 
chanapn had been ordered to go down and clear 
the harbor. In her encounter with the Cumber- 
land she pierced the hull on the starboard bow, 
below water line, giving but one push, for the 
prow was broken off at the stem piece. At the 
time of striking the Cumberland she fired her bow 
guns, and the sinking of the injured vessel was so

That is all 
that can be asked. A description of the 
Fayre has already appeared in these columns. 

a Post-DISPATCH reporter who visi 

the Armory Hall this morning encountered 
an exceedingly busy lot of people. All of the 
houses were in place and but little remains 
to be done in the building line. There are in 
all 600 feet of houses. ‘The painting of the 
houses is the work of that clever artist, Mr. 
Ernest Albert, of Pope’s Theater, apd is a 
masterpiece of perspective. The houses on 
the south side of the hall appear to be in 
a shadow, while those in the north 
side are brilliantiy lighted by the rays of au 
imaginary sun.

A BANK-DIRECTOR’S LIABILITY, 


The Court of Appeals Holds the Stat 
utes to be Void. 


The Court of Appeals to-day rendered an 
important decision in the case of G. Fisher 
and others against Jacob Tamm and others, 
which will be much in the nature of a reve. 
lation to the legal profession and of interest 
tothe general public. The plaintiffs were 


trustees for the depositors in the 
United States Savings Institution. The 
certificates of deposit were turned over to 
them for collection, When the moneys in 
question were deposited the bank was inso]- 
vent and the directors, Tamm and others, had 
knowledge of it, and suits were brought 
against them upon their Jiability under the 
law. The lower court referred the case, and 
judgment was entered on accouut of each 
certificate, less the amount of = diy. 
dend received from the bank assignee, 
‘Lhe Court of Appeals reverses the judgment 
and dismisses the case. Several authorities 
are quoted. Aside from statutory or consti- 
tutional provisions, an officer of an incorpor- 
ated bank is not individually responsible in 
an action at law for an injury resulting toa 
creditor from the management of the bank, 
unless it is occasioned by his malicious 
or fraudulent act. The Su- 
preme Court held that as 

the provision of the Constitution of Missouri 
of 1875, fixing the individual responsibility 
of an officer tor receiving bank. deposits after 
insolvency, is not self-enforcing. Since the 
adoption of the Constitution the Legislature 
passed an actin April, 1877, providing that 
suits brought to recover deposits, 
all officers charged with avin 

assented to the deposit may be proceede 

against jointly or severally, and the fact of 
the bank’s insolvency shali be prima facie 
evidence of knowldge on the part of the di- 
rector. The act ot May 15, 1577, further re- 
lates to the question oi a director’s civil and 
individual liability. The Court of Appeals 
says: “It is obvious that these statutes 
supplement the constitutional provision 
only in two respects. They direct that the 
bauk officers may be proceeded against 
oer. and severally, and for contribution 
etween them. ‘The statutes make no other 
or fuller answer than the 
Stitutional _ provision to the ques- 
tions of Chief Justic Sherwood in_ the 
Fusz vs. Spaunherst case. Responsible to 
whom? To the depositors? Tothe credit- 
ors? To the stockholders? Or to the non- 
assenting officers? Or to the directors? 
W hat is the nature of the liability, primary 
or secondary? What the form of the 
judgment? The statutes as to these 
matters are as silent as the Constitution. 
it follows that according to the views ex- 
pressed by the Supreme Court the statutory 
provision is as much unenforceable now as 
it Was when first adopted. We must apply 
to the construction of the statutes the same 
rule which the Supreme Court has applied 
to the constitutional provision. 
As__. the statutes are not more 
definite or explicit than the 
Constitution we'cannot give to their language 
a meaning which we might be disposed . 
give to it were the question an open one 
which itis not. We once thought that giv- 
ing to the words of the section in the consti- 
tution their natural and proper meaning 
they gave to the devositor aright of action. 
In this it seems that we were wrong. But 
nothing can be clearer than this, that if the 
language of the Constitution does not give 
the right of action there is no language in 
the statutes that we have quoted that does. 

The judgment is reversed and the case dis- 
missed.”’ Judge Bakewell wrote the o pinion, 
ali the Judges concurring. 


CARVED IN THE KITCHEN. 


Serious Affray Between Employes of 

the Windsor Hotel. 
Frank S. Kraas, who was employed up to 
yesterday afternoon asa private waiter at 
the Windsor Hotel, is at present lying at his 
house, 1506 Morgan street, in a precarious 
condition, from the result of a brutal assault 
made upon him by a colored man named 
Sam Hatcher, store-keeper at the 
same hotel. As is usually the 
case when trouble arises among 
the help of a hotel, the assault was the wind- 
up of long-standing trouble between the par- 
ties. Kraas, who is a stoutly-built young 
fellow olf about 21, had for some time com- 
plained, together with lis fellow-waiters, 
that, just before their meal-time, Hatcher 
was in the habit of removing the cream and 
sugar tothe store-room on the floor below, 
thus necessitating their going after them or 
yolng without. Kraas, who is outspoken 
in his manner, had often remoustrated 
with Hatcher, who was in the habit of 
retorting by calling Kraas a “Southern bu!!- 
dozer” and other less decent epithets. At 
dinner-time last Friday the cream and sugar 
had been removed as usual and Kraas went 
for them. On reaching the store-room be 
found Hatcher engaged in choking the white 
girl who Was engaged there. Kraas inter 
tered, twisted the negro’s arm until he 
dropped the girl, who, before Kraas could 
apacees her, caught up a ladle and gave 
latcheraterrible thump over the head with it.
